Former Bedford Countian Ivftls Cluld 


and Self—Wife Wounded. 


Saturday evening of last week 


Harry C. Smith, aged 31, a motor- 
man living at 
Sheraden, having 


wounded his wife and killed his son, 
drove a bullet into his own brain. 


Smith -was a son of Dr. J. T. sllUh 


of ChaneysvilleIbut has resided about 
Pittsburg for some years. 
Though 


an excellent provider, he had fits of 
extreme jealousy, and it was during 
one, of these* spells that he drank 
freely and returning home quarreled 
with his wife about going to a 
theatre. He fired twice at her, one 
bullet grazing her head. She locked 
herself in a room, and being unable 
to carry out his purpose of death 
there, he hastened to a house a block' 
away where he called his two chil- 
dren. His daughter, eight years old, 
seeing the situation ran back into 
the house, but his son, six years old, 
responded to the call and went to 
his father's side, when Smith drew a 
revolver and shot him through the" 
head, then turned the pistol to him- 
self and drove a -bullet into his own 
disordered brain, falling by the side 
of "his'prostrate son. Smith died in a 
few minutes and the son, Richard, 
died an hour later. 


Dr. Smith of Chaneysville went to 


Pittsburg to identify the body of his 
son. 


The dead man left^two notes in 


which he stated that "too much 
mother-in-law" ^nd family quarrels 
leU to the tragedy.

agog with excitement, stirred as they 
have not been for years. For yester- 
day, through an accident, a discovery 
•was made, dealing with the city's 
part in the Revolutionary War, which 
promises to add data of great value 
to the archives' of early history. 


A dark, gloomy, secret passage, in- 


tricately constructed, and the bones 
of eight men, .white and crumbling 
together in the gray dust on the 
stone^flooring, all speaking the peril 
in the days of British invasion, has 
been found leading from the founda- 
tion wall of Old Christ Church, far 
below the business houses adjoining, 
on Market Street. 


The mystery of the disappearance 


of the celebrated chimes of Old 
Christ Church, which from the day 
of Redcoats and Continentals to the 
present, has puzzled generation after 
generation of Philadelphia historians, 
may be cleared forever by the dis- 
covery of the underground tunnel 
and its mute, whitening skeletons. 


The passage is blocked by a solid' 


wall of masonry at the church end, 
and also the other end.which was evi- 
dently once used as a hidden exit. 
Evidence of a stairway, leading to 
the church, cut off, however, by the 
masonry, all point, men of research 
say, to the probability of the passage 
havittg been used during^the troub- 
lous Revolutionary times as a means 
of refuge and escape. 
Through it, 


they say, the famous chimes were 
spirited at night. Perhaps the eight 
men, whose bones give a ghastly 
aspect to the revelation, gave their 
lives that the British might not dis- 
cover the passage. 


Discovery Accidental 


The important discgvery was made 


entirely by accident. While working 
in the cellar of the building at 211- 
13 Market Stre'et, which is occupied 


" by the firm of James M. Vance & Co., 


an employee broke through the floor 
and fell into a hole. He was assisted 
out and nothing much was thought 
of the matter until Edward Duncan, 


-f another employee, happened to see 


that it .was not a mere hole that their 
man had fallen into, but what looked 
to be an, entrance of a tunnel. There 
was a sharp slope downward and he 
decided to investigate. 


Entering the cavity, he crawled 


along on his hands and knees for a 
few feet and then decided to get a 
candle and a ball of twine, for he 
jtow was certain it was a tunnel. He 
.took a ball of twine with three hun- 
dred feet on it and tied one end at 
the entrance and kept the other so 
that he would have a guide line to 
ijnd his way back. 


Tunnel 


•Gradually the tunnel gffiW wider 


and higher, and where he was at first 
icompelled to crawl on hands and 
knees, he was soon able to walk up- 
right, and before he reached the end 
Sie saw by the light of tiis candle that 
the walls were at least eight feet 


- high in some places. 


When he had used up all his twine 


except about ten feet, he was blocked 


by the wall of masonry, and there he 
li/und the crumbling bones of the 
ight skeletons. 


He retraced his steps, and on his 


-eturn trip he found a branch of the 
unnel running pff to the westward. 


He also explored this, but before 


he got more than about thirty feet, 
he \fas blocked as before by another 
wall. 


Find Another Entrance 


He went back, following the twine 


all the way, and told the other store 


mployees of what he had seen, but 
no one deemed it of much import- 
ance. 
It was not until yesterday, 


when another entrance to the tunnel 
was discovered, that the matter be- 
:ame public. 


Immediately there was speculation 


as to the purpose of the tunnel. Sev- 
eral accounts are given as to the dis- 
appearance of the chimes. 
One is. 


that they had been removed to Beth- 
lehem, this state, to escape their fall- 
ing into the hands of the British. 
Another is that they had been sunk 
in the Delaware River, and still an- 
other account says that they were 
buried. 


The chimes were brought to this 


country in 1754, and were rung on 
every public occasion. Farmers came 
for miles from, the country to hear 
them, and every precaution was tak- 
en to prevent the British capturing 
them. When the battle of Brandy- 
wine was fought, the chimes rang out 
the news. As soon as it was learned 
positively that Howe's army was ad- 
vancing on this city, the chimes dis- 
appeared, and when the city was oc- 
cupied, in September, 1777, they 
could not be found. 


Bodies Not Buried 


The skeletons in the tunnel could 


not have been buried, because they 
were lying in natural attitudes, and 
there was no evidence of decayed 
wood, which there would be if the 
bodies had been buried in'coffins. 
It 


is suggested that these eight men 
may have been put down in the tun- 
nel with the chimes, on the supposi- 
tion that they would be let out short- 
ly, but were kept in there and died of 
starvation. It is known that the be- 
lief at the time that Howe's army en- 
tered the city was that they would 
not remain there. 
They did, how- 


ever, stay several months.—Philadel- 
phia Press, March 26.

Sometimes they wove 
hurdles and revetment mattresses of 
willow brush, much as we do at bntne.

This lesson really covers chapters i. 


and si, 1-18, for the whole of that por- 
tion is devoted to the record of Peter 
and Cornelius. It is the story of the 
reception of the first gentile household 
into this new company, called the 
church, and Peter is the human instru- 
ment in conne/ction with angelic min- 
istry, a vision and a special message 
from the Spirit. As in the case of 


, Philip and the eunuch, we see the spe- 


i cial interest of heaven in a truly seels:- 
| ing soul. The last we heard of Philip 


I he was at Caesarea, for that was his 


home seemingly (chapter viii, 40; xxi, 
8), and we cannot but wonder why he 
was not used to help Cornelius, but it 
was neither he nor Paul, the special 
apostle to the gentiles, but Peter, whom 
the Lord chose for this service. As 
Peter was used to gather the first com- 
pany of Jews, so he is used to gather 
the first gentile, for to him were given 
by our Lord the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven (Matt, xvi, 19). 
We know 


that the church Is not the kingdom, but 
the present age is the "mystery of the 
kingdom," and the church must be 
gathered and this age close before the 
kingdom can come. 


Cornelius, the centurion, makes us 


think of the one who had such great 
faith and also the one who said at the 
crucifixion, "(Truly this was the Son 
of God" (Matt, vlli, 5-10; rxvil, 54). If 
any man could be saved by character, 
as we hear on all sides today, surely 
this man could, for consider wtiat is 
said of him in verses 2, 7, 22, 30, 31, 
and yet Peter had to come and tell 
him words whereby he and his house- 
hold could be saved (xi, 14.) He had 
to tell him of the death and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus of Nazareth and of for- 
giveness of sins through Him. 
If a 


man's own doings can save him, then 
there was no necessity for the suffer- 
ings of Jesus Christ as the sinners' 
substitute, but without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission of sins, 
and there is no sacrifice but His by 
which sinners can be saved (Heb. ix, 
22; Lev. xvii, 11; Heb. i, 3; Acts iv, 12). 
Cornelius was truly a devout man. and 
lived up to the light he had, and to 
such God has respect and will some- 
how send them more light, even though 
He must needs employ angelic min- 
istry. 


One afternoon as he was fasting and 


praying a visitor unannounced stood 
before him clad in heavenly clothing 
and assured him that his prayer was 
heard and his alms remembered before 
God and that a m'an In Joppa for 
whom he should send ,would tell him 
what he needed to know (verses 3 to 6 
and 30 to 33). 
Immediately he sent 


two of his servants and a soldier to 
find Peter. 
Notice in this connection 


that the Lord in beaven knows where 
we sojourn, who owns the house, the 
owner's occupation and all other de- 
tails of our life, for all things are 
naked and open to the eyes of Him 
with whom we have to do. The serv- 
ants being on the road, Peter needed to 
be prepared to receive them and re- 
turn with them, for he still considered 
it unlawful to come unto or keep com- 
pany with one of another nation (verse. 
28). See, then, how God prepared 
him. 
He was very hungry and would 


have eaten if anything had been ready, 
but while they made ready for him he 
fell into a trance. Many a housewife 
would be glad ofttimes if some of the 
hungry, complaining household would 
do likewise. Note carefully the vision 
in verses 11-16 and see, if you have 
anointed eyes, th# church gathered 
from Jews and gentiles. 


We are all unclean, but the church 


must be gathered from such (1 Cor. 
vi, 0-11). As the sheet was let down 
from heaven, all must be born from, 
above. The s,heet was held in heaven. 
We are kepi by the power of God and 
in due time shall be as a church- 
caught up to heaven. The .fine linen 
suggested by the sheet speaks alw 
of righteousness—His, not ours, but 
ours in Him. In the seven passage 
where we read of "heaven opened" it 
is always to reveal something concern- 
ing Christ and His redeemed. While 
Peter considered the meaning of the 
vision the men from Caesarea were at 
the door inquiring for him, and, the 
Spirit having said, "Bohold, three' men 
seek thco, arise, therefore, and gel 
thee down and go with them, doubt- 
ing nothing, for 1 ha\e sent thorn' 
(verses 10. 20), nil 
«,ib clear 
and 


plain for rotor. 


Ilaiing lodged the strangers o\er- 


night, on the morrow Peter aud .six of 
the brethren (xi, 12), a party of tcu, 
started for Caesarea. 
Cornolin.s had 


called together his kinsmen and near 
friends and awaited the arrival of Pe- 
ter. Having received him all too rev- 
erently and (old him all, ho added, 


Now, 
therefore, arc wo all hcio pres- 


ent before God to hear all things that 
are commanded thee of God" (vorse 
33). 
What a perfect attitude for a 


congregation to bo in, and how the 
Lord would work if it was always so! 
Peter began to tell of Jesus of Xaza- 
reth. His life and death and ro.surrec- 
,ion, and of peace through His blood 
toy the forgiveness of sins, and that all 
:he prophets had borno witnoss to 
Urn, and while he was speaking the 
3oly Ghost foil on all who hoard, and 
they spoke with tongues and magnified 
~od. Then Peter baptized them and 
received them into the visible church.

N32 of the most thrilling per- 


sonal experiences that I ever 
heard was that of Lieutenant 
De Rudio, who was cut off 


from Reno's cominand at the Little 
Big Horn and spent two days and 
nights filled with such narrow escapes 
and blood curdling dangers as to make, 
Tinder the conditions, the most callous 
man's, hair stand on end. 


In the fight he was guarding a pony 


crossing with eight men, when one of 
them said: "Lieutenant, get-your horse 
—quick! Reno's retreating!" But' as 
no trumpet had been sounded and no 
order had been given be hesitated and 
waited for the call. As the men had 
seen the others retreating^ they uncere- 
moniously left, and De Rudio, seeing 
the guidon left behind, rode back to 
get it, which he did, but saw thirty-five 
or forty Indians coming. He dashed 
off, and they fired a volley; but, lean- 
ing low on his horse, it went high over 
him. He rode into the thick under- 
brush, when they fired many shots into 
the woods, the bullets cntttng the 
tranches all around him. He crossed 
the creek, scrambling up the bank, 
when suddenly he saw hundreds of In- 
dians in front of him, not fifty yards 
distant, shooting at the retreating sol- 
diers, with their backs toward him. He 
instantly saw that he was entirely cut 
t>ff. While thinking how desperate a 
run for it It would be, the thought of 
wife and chilctren nerved him, and he 
Vas about to brave it when a young 
Indian about thirty yards distant on 
his right fired and killed his horse. 
The shot attracted the other Indians, 
and De Rndio Jumped down the bank, 
(hiding in an excavation, and several 
jvolleys were fired, so accurately seem- 
ingly that the Indians thought he must 
'be killed. . 


A terrible yelling began among the 


[Indians, and all at once the firing 
[ceased. Peering out he saw the cause. 
Captain Benteen's column was com- 
|Ing over the hills and had attracted 
their attention. It aroused the hope 
that they would come near enough for 
|hlm to join them, but in a few minutes 
they disappeared, and the Indians all 
-started off in that direction. 
Reno's 


command had. evidently rallied, and 
they all got together, so his only hope 
^was to crawl around under the under- 
jbrush and 7 get -as near Reno's com- 
mand as he could,' which he could 
plainly see. At the same time there 
jwas a movement -on another Mil on the 
right, and', he thought "be saw for a 
jnoment General Ouster and some of- 
Ocers, and then they -disappeared.

The smoke and Sames 
forced them out of their hiding place 
4ust as Jackson and Gerard joined 
them, having left their horses where 
they first met, staffing grass in their 
nostrils to prevent them from attract- 
ing attention Wrapping their blouses 
around their heads, they succeeded in 
escaping into the thick brush along 
the bank of the creek. From here they 
saw that McDougall had joined Reno 
with the pack train. At the finish of 
the firing ID the direction where Cus- 
ter was hundreds of Indians returned 
and the fight on the hill was kept u 
all night. The two scouts, got the! 
horses and, with O'Neil and De Rudi 
holding the tails, decided to ford th 
river under darkness at the plac 
where they bad crossed in the morn 
ing. By making a detour round the In 
dians and as it was dark they passe< 
close to three bands of red men with 
out molestation, O'Neil and De Rudi 
on the occasions keeping alongside th 
horses and out of sight. The fourt 
party came along and shouted to them 
In Sioux, and Jackson and Gerard cu 
loose and the two afoot dropped an 
hid In the sagebrush. 


The Indians pursued the horseme: 


a short distance, firing shots at them 
but did not see the two men in th 
sagebrusli, although they passed in sin 
gle file within three or four feet o 
them. 


O'Neil and he reached the ford an< 


decided W cecrete themselves and wai 
until daylight. The moon came out bu 
dimly, and they saw~a party that look 
ed like American cavalry, as they wer 
on American horses and dressed in th 
soldier's uniform, the-leader, riding 
s6rrel horse with four white legs. H 
was sure that it was Captain Tom Cus 
ter. Elated, he cried out, "Hello, cap 
tain!" The rider stopped, and, althoug! 
they could not see him, a fiendish ye; 
and a volley of bullets told them the; 
were Indians. 
They rushed throug 


the brush, the Indians firing at th 
moving bushes volley after volley 
Their escarpe was miraculous. 


It turned out afterward that tbes 


Indians by their firing spoiled a bit o 
stratagem they had arranged to decciv 
Reno by dressing in the clothes o 
dead soldiers of Caster's commant 
and, equipped with clinking sabers an 
on American horses, they expe'cted t 
deceive him In the night by pretenc 
Ing to be men of Ouster's party. Thl 
firing at De Rudio and giving the In 
dlan yell put the Reno men on their 
gnard. Proceeding on their way, tw 
Indians came hunting for the fugitives 
believing, of course, that It was only 
some wounded soldier. "While huntini 
for them they approached within five 
yards, and. evidently having seen 
them, one jumped from his horse 
when De Rudlo fired and dropped him 
dead, O'Nell's carbine knocking the 
other one out of his saddle and killing 
htm. The Indians in the hills saw th 
flash and puff and fired another voile; 
In that direction, but the two dcsperat 
men hastily concealed themselves be 
bind a big log which several bullets 
had struck. 
The bullets struck the 


ground within a few feet and cvei 
inches of them continuously. 


Again the woods were fired at thit 


point, but as it bad been rainy in the 
evening the smoke was stronger than 
the flames and was thus their salva 
tion, and they hid in a deep part of 
the creek with only their heads out of 
water, but with their cartridges and 
firearms on the bank ready for action 
They remained there and in a little 
oasis of bushes that the fire had not 
touched, without moving or speaking 
until 9 o'clock on the 2Cth of .Tune 
About 4 o'clock there were two signai 
pistol shots fired, the Indian vedette 
left his post at the ford and a loud 
voice was heard haranguing the In- 
dians, and a band of three or four hun 
dred passed closely and rode off.

iar chant. By 6 30 they had gone as 
far as they could see, and it was 
dent that something had caused them 
to move away, as it appeared to them 
that the troops must have also left the 
hill.
